nonnged  to  throw  the  canister  out  before  the  flare  itself  ignited,  how¬ 
ever  the  shroud  linos  to  the  parachute  boerno  entangled  on  nunerous 
parts  of  the  aircraft  and  could  not  bo  renovod  during  flight.  The  flare 
then  ignited  end  swung  underneath  the  aircraft  where  it  could  not  bo 
renoved.  The  Mreroft  Cotmonder  elected  to  land,  but  before  doing  so,
